More than 200 MPC students are now being helped 
by the college’s new health service “and a lot more 
should be,” Dr. Bruce Hubbard, chairman of the 
health education department said. “Very few are 
coming to us with emotional problems.” 

He quoted a recent San Jose State study that said 
13.9 per cent of all college sudents need psychological 
counseling. “All students are unstable, but the degree 


of instaliblity determines whether or not they need 
help.” 

He said that these students are probably failing 
because of their emotional problems. These problems 
cover the full range of emotional upsets, including 
depression, anxiety and sexual problems. 


Doing well in school, Hubbard’said, is a far better 
measure of emotional stability than of actual intelli- 
gence. 


“Although we don’t have a psychological counsel- 


ing service, as such, we do have connections with local 
agencies that can help these students.” 

Main purpose of the health service here is to help 
students to adjust to any problems and thus do bet- 


ter academically. “We have found students who 
can’t see the black board or hear the instructor. It’s 
primarily these people we want to help.” 

He said many students would be doing better in 
school now if they had truthfully filled out their 
health cards at registration. 


“We know of three epileptics on campus who 
didn’t note that fact on their cards. We are in a po- 
sition to make their emotional strain much easier if 
they would only tell us their problem.” 


All health counseling is strictly confidential. ““There 
are never repercussions about problems pointed out 
on the health card, either. We want to help a student 
get an education despite his problem, not to deny 
education to him because he has the problem.”

No Diving Without License 


“SEA CLAIMS ANOTHER SKIN DIVER.” 

Reading this headline in a newspaper last week was sad- 
dening. He was the second skin diver to drown off the Penjn- 
sula this month. Three others have been rescued in the nick of 
time. An MPC student, Elmo Gardner, was with the last vic- 
tim and made an effort to save him. It was no use. 

These deaths are saddening, not only because of the loss of 
life, but because some official action might result to make the 
sport illegal. We would hate to see the sport killed. 

Both would be alive today, police say, if they had observed 


the most basic rules of the game: 


1. Always swim with someone else, Keeping visual con- 


tact. 


2. Never swim in a roiling sea. 

3. Never swim where there is a strong undertow or current. 

If they had observed these rules, both divers would not 
have died. But, instead of banning the sport, here is what ought 


to be done: 


Just as in hunting and fishing, make skin diving a licensed 
sport. Require that skindivers first take a series of safety les- 
sons from qualified instructors, then pass proficiency tests. Fine 
all persons caught skin diving without a license. 

The Red Cross, which has already saved so many lives 
with its water safety instruction, could easily manage the in- 
struction and testing. The state fish and game department, 
which already checks the diver’s catches of fish and abalone, 


could enforce the law. 


This plan could save many lives, even that of the sport it- 


self.

Though it may seem like an unfair exchange, Donald 
Metts, English department instructor, would like to exchange 
75,000 words for one. And though he is giving odds by his in- 
tended “trade,” he is hopeful it will come off. 


The 75,000 words involved 
are the content of his book, 
tentatively titled “The Candle 
and the Game,” and the one he 
would willingly exchange it 
for is “accepted.”
